Passengers Are Burned, 


'The trains collided head on while 


going at a great rate of speed. The 
engines were pushed to either side of 
the track and practically demolished, 
while 
the forward cars of the trains 


telescoped 
each other. Nine persons 


"were killed Outright, two others are 
said 
to have been burned to death, 


four others are Relieved to be under 
the wreckage .and 25 others are reported 
to -have--"been 'injured. The cars are 
believed to .have 'been -set afli-e from 
the locomotives. No names have been 
received at Marshall nor are any def- 
inite particulars known there. 


"Newspaper 
men who went to the 


scene are expected 'back in Marshall 
at noon."

backbone of the grain handler's strike 
appears to be broken. This is indicat- 
ed by the dissatis'faction which the 
strikers are expressing at being idle 
and being- refused credit at the stores; 
by the fact that this 
morning the 


warehouse men have additions to their 
working forces, and last, but not least, 
by the statement of one of the strike 
committee", that the 
strike would 


probably be settled today or tomorrow. 


Will Not Force Clause. 


It is argued that a settlement so 


quickly means 'that the strikers liaye 
decided not to force the clause calling 
for the -hiring of union men only by 
the warehousemen, as the owners of 
the grain storehouses are known to be 
men who would fig-tit that proposition 
to the bitter end. 


The failure to completely 'tie up the 


warehouse business here ihas discour- 
aged some of the strikers and they are 
not as sangui-ne as they were of vic- 
tory.

Fifth—In shaving- or cutting the hai 


ot customers who have eruptions c 
the iscalpor fa-ce, particular attentio 
should 
'be paid to cleansing- every 


thing- used on them, with due-referenc 
to antisepsis. In these -cases sponges 
brushes or combs should ibe thorough!, 
•boiled or disinfected with a 5 per cen 
solution of carbolto acid 'before 'bein 
used mgain. The .razor can be 'mad 
safe by washing in running water with 
soap and wiped with gauze wet with 
alcohol.

Eighth—For 
disinfecting: cuspidors

•be-cleansed daily by flushing them un- 
der a hydrant or hose. 
Ninth—Pulvola, being ,an 'impalable

ideal side. We have gathered convic- 
tions on the road from meetings with 
various church dignitaries that there 
exist undercurrents 'constantly encleav"- 
oring to wash away the foundation of 
the American 
public school system. 


The Jew looks upon the public school 
as the bulwark ot American freedom 
and stands ready to defend the Amer- 
ican schools, and. as an organization, 
we.can be more.alert and more effect- 
ive in staying' the attempted blow at 
American free education."
